REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Receipt of the Office Action mailed August 25, 2005 is acknowledged and the 
undersigned notes with appreciation the indication that Claims 8, 15, 22 and 23 are allowed and 
Claims 2, 4-7, 17-19 and 21 contain allowable subject matter. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of Claim 2 and Claim 2 has been 
canceled. Claims 4 and 5 have each been amended to include all of the limitations of Claim 1. It 
is respectfiiUy submitted that Claims 1, 4 and 5 as amended, and the claims which depend 
therefi-om, namely 3, 6 and 7 are in condition for allowance. 

Claim 16 has been amended to include the limitations of Claim 17 and Claim 17 has been 
canceled. Claims 18 and 19 have each been amended to include all of the limitations of Claim 
16 fi-om which they depended. It is respectfiiUy submitted that Claims 16, 18 and 19 as amended 
are in condition for allowance. 

Claim 20 has been amended to include the limitations of Claim 21 and it is respectfiiUy 
submitted that Claim 20 is amended is therefore in condition for allowance.
